2 . Monoclonal or polyclonal antibodies directed to 
peptides of claim 1. 

3. A pharmaceutical composition comprising an 
effective amount of a peptide of claim 1 together with 
pharmaceutically acceptable excipients . 

4. A composition as claimed in claim 3, further 
comprising one or more peptides binding MHC class I 
molecules corresponding to CTL CD8 + epitopes. 

5 . A composition as c^SJimed in claims 3 ani^f, for use 
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as a vaccine. 

6 . A method for inducing an immune response against 
tumor cells expressing a MAGE -3 antigen, which method 
comprises contacting APC cells with the peptides of 
claim 1 in suitable conditions for the activation of 
effector CD4 + T cells. 

7. A method as claimed in claim 6, wherein autologous 
APC are loaded with the peptides and subsequently 
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contacted with purified CD4 + lymphocytes. 

8. The use of the peptides of claim 1 for the 
preparation of an ant i- tumor medicament. 

9. The use as claimed in claim 8, wherein said 
medicament is a vaccine.
